Mrs. Campbell Saw the Men in Her Dress- 
ing-Room and Started to Run Into Her 
Bedroom When She Was Seized and 
Bound—The Men Disguised—Servants 
in the House Ignorant of What Had 


Occurred. 


urs. James Campbell, wife of the well- 
known Third street financier and broker, was 
last night gayged and bound: to her bed by 
two disguised men who had stolen into the 
handsome home of the Campbells on the 
northeast corner of Grand and Washington 
avenues, and after being frightened into in- 
sensibility by threats of violence was left 
apparently dead by the ruffians, who had in 
“the meantime perpetrated ane of the most 
daring burglaries in the police annals ofthe 
city, and only recovered consciousness an 
nour later under-the efforts of her husband, 
whgfound herin adead faint upon the bed 
towhich she had been strapped. The rob- 
nery occurred at ¥ o’clogk in the evening, and 
contains mysterious and sensational features 
which take it out of the ordinary run of such 


affairs, and makes it a most notable criminal 


story.

In another moment his hands were upon 
her; and with wonderful swiftness she wa 
bound where she had sunk on the bed. . 
Campbell says no violence was used during 
the progress of the work, beyond the act of 
securing her to the bed tying the hand: 
kerchief across her lips. "Both men assisted 
in this work and were as: quick as lightning 
and as noiseless as cats. 

As soon as she was thus secured they Jeft 
her and began ransacking the room. She saw 
them go over to the dressing case, in 
drawers of which her jewel boxes were kept. 
They seemed to be thoroughly - famfjliar wi 
every arrangement of the apartment. 
jewel boxes were empty, and turning to her 
with a curse, they again threatened 
her, and went to the bureau, where 
ina top drawer lay Mrs. Campbell's pocket- 
book, in which was kept money for houge- 
hold expenses. This drawer they threw open 
with a crash. 

And at that stage of her frightful experi- 
ence, with the two masked men almost brush- 
ing against her as they hurried through their 
criminal work, Mrs. Campbell lost conscious- 
ness completely. 

How long the men may have remained in 
the room she could have no idea. As tothe 
time at which they entered her dressing- 
room Mrs. Campbell fixes that by a dramatic 
circumstance. 

Just as she fied from the dressing-room into 
her bed-chamber,pursued by the burglars,the 
fire bells rang out the hour of 9. 

MR. CAMPBELL’S STORY. 

Mr. James Campbell takes up the startling 
story at this point, being seen by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter at his office this morning. 

‘*T returned home from the Council meeting 
about 9:45 o’clock,’’ said Mr. Campbell. ‘‘I 
am sure it was nolaterthanthat. Strange 
to say, last night was the first night I have 
been away from the house for a month, and 
it was singular that it should have been so 
opportunely chosen for the burglary. I was 
admitted by the colored man and went up 
Stairs where I found the bed-room doar 
locked, the dressing-room door forced open, 
and my wife bound to the bed and ina dead 
faint. The apartment was disarranged. 
drawers being opened and jewel 
cases and boxes scattered about. 
Mrs. Campbell’s pocket book, empty, was on 
the floor. I heard afterward that it had con- 
tained $255 in bills, and this constitutes the 
extent of my loss, as fortunately my wife’s 
jewelry had been put away for safer keep- 
ing in another  »pilace. Besides the 
money and jewelry there was noth- 
ing the burglars could have gotten away with 
easily, and they evidently worked in the 
greatest hurry. My wife was tied to the bed 
just as she had fallenupon it, ina half-sit- 
ting position, her feet being strapped to the 
bed-post. No ropes, cords or thongs were 
used, but only things that could be gnatched 
up about ‘the room. She was not hurt in 
any way, but I had aé hard time 
bringing her to consciousness, using camphor 
and other restoratives freely for at least half 
an hour before she opened her eyes. , My wife | 
is of an exceedingly nervous temperament, 
and as soon as she recovered consciousness I 
gave her some soothing mixture which she 
has taken before and tried tocalm heras 
much as possible. It was a long time 
before she could get over her 
fear that the men were still in the 
house, and so great had been the shock 
that she did not sleepa wink last night, and 
was continually starting up with the cry that 
the burglars were in the room. Their appear- 
ance, masked as they were, and their threats 
of violence had completely upset Mrs. Camp- 
bell’s nerves, and it was not until this morn- 
ing that she grew at all calm. 

NOTIFIED THE POLICE AT ONCE. 

‘*As soon as she told we the story of.the 
burglary and the attack upon her last night I 
telephoned to the Four Courts notifying the 
police. This was before 11 o’clock last night, 
and officers and detectives were at once sent 
out to the house. They went to work 
on the case last night, and this morn- 
ing Chief of Police Harrigan and 
Detective Lawler called at the house to 
make en examination of the premises. The 
burglars had effected an entrance through a 
side door on the north side of the house 
facing the church next door. This brought 
them intothe front hallway, and they had 
passed up the frout stairs. They had prob- 
ably tried the bedroom door, and finding it 
locked had then tried the dressing-room 
door, again which the chiffonier stood, 
which they had pushed into the room by 
opening the door. It is somewhat remark- 
able that the door should have been unlocked, 
asit was never used and was Kept locked 
with the key on the inside, in addition to the 
chest of drawers being placed against it. 
It is also strange that the side door opening 
out from the north should also have been un- 
locked. In factthere are many mysterious 
features about the affair. The burglars were 
evidently thoroughly familiar with the ar- 
rangement of tha@jinterior and worked with 
a full knowledge of where the 
money and valuables were Kept. 
That they should have been able 
to bind and gag my wife before entering, to 
rifle the room thoroughly, and to escape, 
with no sound reaching the cook in the 
kitchen and the manin the basement, is one 
of those strange things that show what bold 
chances sometimes win in these criminal 
happenings. : 

‘‘] do not suspect any of the ser- 
vants, however. The police have 
arrested a man formerly employed 
by me on suspicion of being one of the bur- 
glars, but Ido not know what evidence they 
have against him. I dicharged him two 
months ago, but for no cause except that he 
had got married, and I wanted an unmarried 
man for that position. The present yard man 
hes consequently been with me forthe last two 
months. Idonot suspect him in the least. 
It cannot but be seen, however, that the 
robbery was perpetrated by some one 
thoroughly familiar with the premises.’’ 

MRS, CAMPBELL STILL ILL. 

Mrs. Campbell, the heroine of last night’s 
startling sensation, although recovered from 
the nervous prostration caused by first shock

THE POLICE MAKE AN ARREST,

cions and the partial description furnished by 
the victim of the outrage, Officers McGuire 
and Crowley went, about 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing, to the residence of Alex Russell, a negro 
living in a shanty at. 8400 Hickory ‘street. 
Russell was found in bed. He was 
forced to dress and accompany his 
captors to tite Third’ District Station, 
There he went through a severe cross-ex- 
amination after which he was forwarded to 
the Four Courts and placed behind the bars of

Spanish Rule at Ponapi—The Irish Relief 
Fund—John Dillon Sails for France—

QUEBEC, Jan. 10.—The full depth _ loy- 
alty of the annexation party in Ca may 
be gauged by the following editorial remarks 
of the Quebec Telegraph: 

**Great Britain may as well understand that 
if there is a war with the United States it will 
have to do the fighting all alone, at least so 
far as Canada isconcerned. Ifwe understand 
the views of the people of this country aright 
they will not fight against their neighbor. 
They do not believe in taking Yankee gore for 
the sake of any number of sealskins. Once 
Warwas deciared the Reform party of Can- 
ada would, we believe, declare for annexa- 
tion toaman;that is, if the Americans con- 
ducted their business prudently, and all this 
would be done without the slightest feeling of 
unfriendliness to Great Britain.’’ 

COMMANDER GORDON’S VIEWS. 

OTTOWA, Ontario, Jan. 10.—Commander 
Gordon of the Dominion protective cruisers, 
in his report tothe Minister of Marine and 

Fisheries, recommends that, in view of the 
rapid depletion of the whale fishery in Hud- 
son Bay by American whaling vessels, the 
Government pass legislation closing their 
waters for a period of ten years, so as to ena- 
able the small whales to mature. He also 
points out these vessels doalarge amount of 
trading among the natives, paying no duty 
and coming in competition with the Hudson 
Bay people who have to pay duty,and in view 
of the manner in which the Canadian sealing 
vessels have been treated in Behring Sea, 
thinks that the Dominion Government should 
not hesitate to protect the interests of Canada 
in Hudson Bay. 


Spanish Rule at Ponapi. 


BostToy, Jan. 10.—The American Board of 
Commissioners for Foreign Missions, after 
obtaining full reports of the indignities prac- 
ticed upon its missionaries by the Spaniards 
at Ponapi, has laid the case before Secretary 
Blaine, witha demand for reparation. By 
the last mail there were received at the office 
of the board detailed accounts of high-hand- 
ed proceedings which have characterized the 
last eight months, together with copies of 
documents emanating from the Spanish Gov- 
ernor and other proofs of the gravity of the 
situation. These inclosures were forwarded 
by Commander H. C. Taylor, command- 
ing the United States steamer Al- 
liance, and are accompanied by a 
careful statement ofthe trouble written by 
that officer and addressed to Foreign Secre- 
tary Judson Smith. The root of the whole 
trouble is the mistake of the Spaniards in 
supposing that the missionaries incited or 
connived at the revolt of the natives. That 
they did not do this is abundantly shown by 
their testimony and also by Commander 
Taylor’s investigations. The results of the 
forty years’ missionary work in the Islands 
have certainly made the natives more 
docile, more self-supporting, and therefore 
more difficult of subjugation; and it was these 
results against which the Spaniards arrayed 
themselves, instead of any direct actor in- 
citément torevolt. When three years ago 
the Spanish Government undertook to extend 
its sphere of influence to the Caroline Islands, 
a convention was entered into between Mad- 
rid and Washington, stipulating that the 
American missionaries should be unmolested 
so long as they quietly attended to their busi- 
ness. 

Despite. this stipulation, Mr. Rand and his 
co-workers have been treated as guilty of 
fomenting insurrection, but have been given 
no opportunity to prové their innocence. 
Their church, schools and dwellings at Oua 
have been burned by Spanish shells and noth- 
ing has been said about indemnity. They 
have been forbidden to continue church and 
school work of any sort. Efforts have been 
made to extort from a native prisoner evi- 
dence to be used against them. Two of the 
missionaries—Miss Fletcher and Miss Palmer— 
were refused permission to leave the island 
on Sept. 29 when an opportunity offered, and 
finally a Spanish fortification, church and 
private house have been erected on land be- 
longing tothe American Board and within a 
few feet of the mission buildings. 

Commander Taylor arrived with the Alli- 
ance on Oct. 16 and after inquiring thor- 
oughly into the situation took the mission- 
aries to Nuskaie, 300 miles distant, for safety, 
they however not waving any rights orclaims 
by their withdrawal. Missionary Rand’s ac- 
count of the occurrences since May last is very 
full. He admits that some Christian natives 
united with the hoodlum element of the tribe 
in the uprising of June 25, but he insists that 
the great body of them strove to prevent it. 
He points to the fact thata Spanish lieuten- 
ant and a squad of his men owe their lives 
solely to the kind intervention ofa native 
deacon, who secreted them until danger had 
passed. The demand made by the Span- 
ish Governor after the battle in June 
was that the natives should give up 
theirarmsor be exterminated and he be.- 
sought the aid of Mr. Rand to induce them to 
aceept the former alternative. The mission- 
ary spent four months in fruitless mediation 
and was finaily rewarded. by being refused 
personal protection incaseof war. At last 
accounts the Spaniards had 1,000 fighting men 
at Ponapi, and asthe native population is but 
5,000 It looks as if they would succeed in tak- 
ing away the freedom of the islanders, if they 
do not rob them of their chosen form of relig- 
ion. The demand which will probably be 
made in Spain is the restoration of the propj 
erty destroyed and a guarantee of full protec- 
tion for the lives and laborof American citi- 
zens in all time to come.

Representative Jones’ Resolution Concern- 
ing the Joint Bellot—Maneuvering With 
the Farmers—The Sharp Fight Between 
Fifer and Pavey—Contested Seate—The 
Situation. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill,, Jan. 10.~—The Democratic 
ranks show no signs of wavering. ISis Pal- 
mer or nobody. The General is keeping open 
house at the St. Nicholas, and every. Demo- 
cratic memner has paid him a visit. Mr. 
Palmer is looking exceedingly well, his cheeks 
rosy and his step buoyant. 

In the Republican camp an entirely different 
state of affair exists, The majority is divided 
into factions. Some want to hold @ caucus, 
others do not, but the Farwell men arein the 
majority and favorit. Altogether the fight 
as it stands gives hope tothe Democrats. The 
hotels are all crowded with politicians from 
all parts from the State, and the contest is 
the leading topic in the city. 

JONES’ RESOLUTION, 

Representative Jones’. concurrent resolu- 
tion concerning the yote for United States 
Senator provides for separate ballots on the 
28th inst., and for the meeting in joint assem- 
bly on the day following to compare this vote, 
in order to ascertain whether any single can- 
didate had received the majority of the votes 
of each house, and that in case it is found 
that no candidate had received a majority in 
both houses, the joint assembly to ballot cot- 
lectively until the United States Senator shall 
be elected. 

The House members whose seats are con- 
tested are May of Chicago, Hamilton of 
Watseka, Dawkins of Braceville, Collins of 
Rhode Island, who has resigned, and whose 
successor was elected through an illegal call 
issued by the Governor; Gehr of Peoria, 
Chandler of Macomb, Graham of Uamieron, 
McCrone of Quincy,and E. L. Merritt of Sang- 
amon County. It so happens that there are 
three Democrats in this list, and five Repub- 
licans, and while the Democratic leaders are 
going to proceed cautiously, they will act 
decisively. 

. THE BIG THREE. 

The Republicans profess confidence in their 
ability to keep the three farmers away from 
Gen, Palmer and all their efforts are being 
directed to this end. ‘‘Long’’ Jones is:

FIFER AND PAVEY. 

The strained relations which have for some 
time existed between the Fifer and Pavey 
wings of the Republican party have been 
brought toa high tension by a paragraph in 
the Governor’s message. In that document 
the Governor made this referencé to the Au- 
ditor: ‘‘Various and responsible duties have 
from time to time been cast by law upon the 
Auditor of Public Accounts, duties that do 
not, it would seem, properly belong to this 
office. In addition to his ordinary duties as 
Auditor, this officer is required to .look after 
that large and ever-increasing insurance 
business ofthe State, also the inspection of 
banks incorporated under our State law. 
Thus three officers have, in @ffect, been 
combined in one, That a proper dis- 
charge of the duties of Bank Inspector and 
Commissioner of Insurance requires some 
special training or qualifications, will be con- 
ceded by all who are in any way familiar with 
these subjects. Many of the States have sep- 
arated these offices, and I recommend that a 
similar law be enacted by the present Gen- 
eral Assembly, providing the election or ap- 
pointment of a commissioner of insurance 
and bank inspector, and that such officer be 
required to perform allthe duties that are 
now required of the Auditor respecting the 
insurance business of the State and the In- 
spector of Banks. I think it will be found 
that the fees earned by the office will make it 
self-sustaining, not only defraying the ex- 
penses for conducting the office, but will also 
pay the salary of the incumbent. Recent de- 
velopments inthe State prove the necessity 
for such an officer.’’ 

Should this new official be appointed it 
will not only cut off a large slice of the Audi- 
tor’s salary, but the appointee will of course 
be another henchman added to the Gover- 
nor’s list. The fight promises now to be an 
open one, and other developments are sure 
to follow. 

COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 

There was no session of either House of the 
General Assembly to-day, both having ad- 
journed until Monday. Mr. Newell yesterday 
introduced a bill to amend the compulsory 
education act, as follows: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted hy the people of the State of 
Illinois, represented in the General Assembly, that 
every person having under his control-any child be- 
tween the ages of 7 yearsand 14 years shall cause 
such child to attend, for at least sixteen weeks 
in each and every year, some public or 
private day school. Provided, however, that 
this act shail not apply to any 
child that has otherwise been instructed fora like 
period of time in the branches commonly taught in 
the public schools, or that such child has already ac- 
quired the brapches of learning commonly taughs in 
the public schools,or whose mental or physical condi- 
tion, as declared by some reputable physician 
is such as to render his or her attend 
ance at school inexpedient, impracticable or un- 
necessary. Eyery person who shall yiolate the 
provisiens of this: section of this act shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be fined in any sum not. 
than $3 nor more than $20 for each aud every of- 


fense.

DAY OR FIGHT. 


The Indians Defiant and Preparing to 


Give Battle. 


ALL INDICATIONS NOW POINT TOA CON. 
FLICT TO-MORROW. 


Disposition of Troops About Pine Ridge— 
Their Numbers and the Officers in Com- 
‘mand—Militiamen on the Line of Bat 
tle—Closing in the Cordon—A Talk With 
Red Cloud’s Son—Troublé at Other 
Points. 


From Our Staff Correspondent. 

RUSHVILLE, Neb., Jan. 10.—The crisis has 
been reached and a general battle is looked 
for to-morrow, and the circumstances are 
forcing a conclusion upon the hostiles and 
parieying will not be longer continued by - 
either side. The Indians said yesterday that 
Gen. Miles must prepare to fight or get off the 
reservation. Gen. Miles, it is said, has given 
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them until to-night to surrender, and if they ~_ 


Go not comein by that .time he will close in 
upon them. This is made necessary by the 
candition of his men. Those on the north have 
béen pretty well worn out with camp life in 
this bleak climate and the cold marches from 
one position toanother. They cannot stand 
it much longer, and unless matters are 
brought toan end at oncethe Indians will 
have no one to oppose them but worn out and 
frozen out soldiers who are unfit for duty. 
The conduct of the men has been exceptional 
and they have borne their hardships without 
a murmur. ; 

In order that the situation of the forces just 
previous to the expected battle may be better 
understood, it may be necessary to repeat 
what has already been told. The F. E. &M. 
Vv. Ratiway runs east and west, and the towns 
are situated upon this line. North of the 
railway, about fourteen miles, is the militia 
line. They are stationed at intervals, and 
mounted men ride constantly from ene to 
the other. Eleven miles Yurther and west 
from Rushville is the agency where Gen. Miles 
is with his men. Sixteen miles further north 
are the Sloux and due east—miles apart—are, 
found, first, the Wosebuds and then the 
Brules. Many of the Rosebuds and Brules 
are already with Pine Ridge Indians, but 
there are many more on their respective 
reservations who are expected to join the 
hostiles the moment there is an outbreak. 

: DISPOSITION OF THE TROOPS. 

In a semi-circle west, north and east of the 
Indians are the following commands, com- 
mencing on the east: Gen. Carr, with nine 
troops of the Sixth Cavalry and a company 
of the Seventeenth Infantry andtwo Hotch- 
kiss guns; Col. Offley, with two troops of the 
Eighth Cavalry and six companies of the 
Seventeenth Infantry; Col. Sanford with four 
troops of the Eighth Cavalry, four companies 
of the Second Infantry and one Hotchkiss 
gun; Col. Wheaton, with four troops of the 
Ninth Cavalry, four companies of the Second 
Infantry and two Hotchkiss guns;.Capt, © 
Ilisiey, with four companies of the Seventh 


‘Cavalry. This is the extreme western post, 


Now, going back to the East*side, Maj, 
Whitney is on Wounded Knee Creek, south of 
Gen. Carr, who is at the junction of the 
Wounded Knee Creek and White River. Mag. 
Whitney is near the Wounded Knee battle 
ground. That was the situation this morn- 
ing, but itis chdhging rapidly. Every line is 
drawingin. The militia are moving north, 
some going further north than _ the 
agency. The regulars on this _ side, 
who were from six to eight miles from 
the hostiles, are moving to within half the 
distance. One regiment of infantry at Pine 
Ridge was mounted this morning, and the 
men are all getting in fighting trim. Mem- 
bers of C Company. Nebraska militia, were in 
this morning. The Company is nine miles 
from Rosebud Agency, and they report that 
last night they saw fire anise and signal lights 
which were communications between Pine 
Ridge and Rose Bud hé&stiles. 

Prepamations are making for a battle and 
everyone here anticipates the bloodiest that 
has ever been fought in this country. The 
wives and families of the officers who are: 
at Pine R idge were sent East last night. It 
was a sorrowful parting for husbands and 
wives, for it may be that many of them will 
never meet again.

‘country where experience farmers can- 
not raise a crop, the Indians have 
been supplied with plows, harrows, reap- 
ers and splendid agricultural machines 
which are standing idle on the ranches 
where the plow has never brokena sod. The 
grangers are talking of excursions irfto the 
reservation to bring out these machines, and 
some white men, at least, will be well sup- 
plied next spring with useful implements 
which the Indians do not use.

ALONG THE LINES. 
- PINE RIDGE, Jan. 10.—The hostiles burned 
Several cabins four miles from the agency 
“yesterday morning. Three columns of dense 
smoke were seen inthe north. It is said that 
Young-Man-Afraid-of-His-Horse’s cabin was 
amongthose burned. The hostiles have also 
killed many cattle. Government scouts re- 
port that the Indians are without ahead and 
that in their frenzy they are destroying their 
own property and beating their own people. 
They are allin war paint. Hostile scouts can 
be seen in the distance througha powerful 
. glass. Mounted infantry were posted 
to-day behind fhe earthworks on the 
Butte surrounding the agency. Two 
hostile shots were fired from the ridge 
early yesterday. morning, Capt. Taylor, 
Chief of Scouts, received to-day letters from 
Short Bull and Kicking Bear, Chief ofthe 
hostile Brules, saying that all the hostiles 
would surrender at the agency to-morrow 
with all their people. But these letters mean 
nothing, for the Indians change their mind§ 
as often as they makethem up.. The desire 
of the hostiles to come in, if they have ex- 
pressed any such desize, is doubtless 
prompted by the approach of troops. Soldiers 
‘are slowly pressing against the big village. 
The troopers are closer together than they 
have been, and the concentration will be still 
more complete this evening. Scouts report 
_that the soldiers are so close tothe hostiles 
that skirmishes are frequent day and night. 
The assassination of Lieut. Casey by 
& son-in-law of Old Corn, one of the sur- 
vivors of Big Foot’s band, causeda panic in 
the village of the hostiles which has not yet 
quelled. The Ogallalas, who stampeded 
from here on learning of the battle on 
Wounded Knee Creek, are anxious to come 
- back, but most of them are held . prisoners by 


the hostiles from Stgnding Rock, Rosebud’ 


and ,Cheyenne River. Despite surveilence, 
however, some of them have slipfed atway 
and have come into the agency. They made 
their escapeinthe night and hid by day in 

; the pockets of the hills. Red Cloud and young 
Jack Red Cloud have surrendered. They were 
accompanied by about seventy-five of their 
people, chiefly squaws and papooses. 

The refugees are’ in a pitiable condition. 
Fourteen squaws and papooses came over the 
hilis this morning. They were leading two 
jaded ponies heavily loadéd with camp equip- 
ments. Some of the children were so fatigued 
with their long tramp through the snow that 
they could hardly “walk.

A TALK WITH RED CLOUD. 

The correspondent had an interview with 
old Red Cloud and his son Jack. Red Cloud 
Says thatthe Ogallalas who were in camp 
here when the firing on the agency began 
rose like birds and fled in fright, not. in defi- 
ance of the Government. They went with the 
Brules, and when Red Cloud begged the Ogal- 
lalas to return they consented, but the Brules 
held them prisoners.

Total Indign Population. 

WASHINGTON, D.C©., Jan. 10.—The Indian 
Census Bureau’s, Vulletin as to the Indian pop- 
ulation of the United States, exclusive of 
Alaska, show’ the total Indian population to 
be 244,704, made up as follows: On reserva- 
tions orat schools under cortrol of the In- 
dian Office, not taxed, 19,254. Indians in- 
cidentally underthe Indian Office aad self- 
supporting are as follows: In the Indian 
Territory, 25,357 are Cherokees, 8,464 
Chickasaws, 9,996 Choctaws, 9,291 Oreeks 
and 2,539 Seminoles. There are also about 
14,247 colored people (mixed Indian blood) 
living with and members of the’ above 
tribes. Thetotal population of the five civ- 
llized tribes is, therefore, 64,871. Pueblos of 
New Mexico, 8,278; Six Nations and St. Regis 
of New York, 5,304; Eastern Cherokees of 
North Carolina, 2,885; Indians (98 per cent of 
whom are not on reservations), taxed and 
self-sustaining citizens, countefiin general 
population, 32,567; Apaches at Mount Vernon 
Barracks (prisoners), 384; Indians in State 
or Territorial prisons, 184. Total, 114,475. 

The bulletin further shows: Total males 
taxed and untaxed, 80,715; total males un- 
taxedand on reservations, 63,770; total fe- 
males taxed and uhtaxed, 82,106; total females 
untaxed and on reservations, 66,484; 
ration Indians on reservations to whom 
rations are issued by . the United 
States, 32,210; self-supporting Indians on 
reservation, by farming, herding, root-dig- 
ging and horse-raising, fishing and hunting, 
96,044; total self-supporting Indians (32,567 
taxed and not included—the five civiliged 
tribes), 128,611. The number of whites on the 
several reservations inthe Indian Territory 
aggregate 107,987, as follows: In the Cherokee 
Nation, 27,176; in Chickasaw Nation, 49,444; in 
Choctaw Nation, 27,991; in Seminole Nation, 
96; in Creek Nation, 3,281. This makes the 
total population of the country,’ including 
Alaska, estimated at 37,000, almost 68,000,00u.

The Situation in Nebraska. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Jan 10.—The situation Is 
unique. The State has two acting Governors, 
with another man just outside who wants the 
seat.* Powers hastaken the th of office, 
but has not yet established himself in the 
State-house, while Boyd and Thayer are bar- 
ricaded in private rooms. Adjt.-Gen. Cole 
refused to obey Gov. Boyd and the office was 
immediately declared vacant. Gen. Victor 
Vifguain was immediately appointed to the 
vacancy. This leaves the militia on the 
frontier with two commanders, one of which 
they must disobey. The Supreme Court will 
not decide the case before next Monday. 
Thayer has@ssued the following: 

To Whom It May Concern: 

My position is exactly this: There is a general con- 
viction that Mr. Boydis not a citizen of this State, 
that although he has lived here for many years, he 
owes gllegiance toaforeign power. I desire this 
matter to be tested before the Supreme Court, for it 
is a/judicial question. Ifheisacitizen it is a very 
éasy matter for him to proye the fact. Ifhe is nota 
citizen, that fact should be established. Art. 5, sec. 
2 of the State Constitution of Nebraska is in the fol- 
lowing words: ‘*Persons Ineligible—No person shall 
be eligible to the office of Governor or Lieutenant- 
Governor who shall not have attained the age of 30 
years and been fortwo years next preceding his 
eléction a citizen ofthe United States and of this 
State.’’ 

Language cannot make this provision any stronger. 
Ihave sworn to support the Constitution, and it is 
my duty to prevent, as far as itisin my power, a 
person who owes allegiance to a foreign Government 
becoming Governor of Nebraska. If the proper tri- 
bunal should decide after investigation that Mr. 
Boydis eligible tothe position I will immediately 
transfer the office to him. I am advised by high legal 
authority that itismy duty to defend the Constitu- 
tion. JOHN M. THAYER. 

Gov. Boyd says that heis acitizenof the 
United States, has been elected and qualified 
to the office and intends to hold it. All parties 
are determined to at least try and hold the 
position. 


THAYER LOSING GROUND. 

This morning when Gen. Viviquain, the 
Adjutant-General, arrived at the capitol he 
found Capt. Rhodyin command of twenty- 
five militiamen at ex-Gov. Thayer’s room. 
He ordered the Captain to go with him to 
Gov. Boyda’s room, The Captain 
obeyed orders and arriving there 
saluted Gov. Boyd as Comfmander-in-Chief, 
and awaited orders. Inafew moments Gen. 
Viviquain gave himan order to repair with 
his command to the companies’ barracks and 
await orders. With this command in his 
hand he went with the General to Thay- 
er’s room, and, ordering the company to fall 
in, gave the orders, ‘‘Reverse arms, forward 
march.’’ 

Thayer entreated him toallow the militia 
toremain, but, saluting him, Capt. Rhody 
said: ‘‘I salute you forthe lasttime. I rec- 
ognize the authority of the Commander-in- 
Chief, Gov, Boyd.’’. And the company slowly 
marched from the State-house to their bar- 
racks. The next move will be to forcibly 
eject Thayer from his. present room if he still 
persists in imagining himself Governor.

BONDS TO BUILD THE NICARAGUA SHIP 
: _ GANAL. 


Considering the Army Appropriation Bill 
in the House—The Financial Measure— 
A Postal Scheme— Senator Brice’s 
Headquarters—Washington News, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 10.—In the 
Senate to-day Mr. Sherman reported from the 
Committee on Foreign Affairs a bill author- 
izing the issuing of bonds guaranteed by the 
United States for the building of the Nica- 
ragua Ship Canal. The bill is accompanied 
by alongreport. It was placed on the cal- 
endar. The legislative appropriation bill 
was laid before the House to-day and placed 
onthe calendar. The army ajpropriation 
bill was then taken up in committee’ of the 


whole. 

Yesterday’s developments in the. House 
show but little prospect of any legislation to 
relieve Southern claimants. The bill for the 
relief of the Citizens’ Bank of New Or- 
leans was fought by the Republicans at 
every step and finally finding themselves un- 
able to strike out the enacting clause ad- 
journed. 

It looks now as though scarcely a single 
one of the thousand claims from the South 
would be allowed to pass. 

A number of tobacco manufacturers have 
been in the habit of putting in some of their 
packages slips entitling holder to prizes, 
Judge Tyner, attorney for the Post-office 
.department, holds that so far as the mails 
are concerned, this is an illegal practice, and 
has served due notice on the offenders. 

Representative Anderson of Kansas will in- 
troduce in the House a resolution calling on 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to in- 
vestigate and report to Congress any infor- 
mation it may be able to secure with refer- 
enceto the Western rafiroad agreement, 
which is now being formulated in New York 
City.

Windom said to-day in speaking ofthe system 
of introducing merchandise from Canada into 
the United States in sealed railroad cars with: 
out customs inspection at the frontier: ‘‘The 
conclusion roached by me ts that the system, 
as now regulated and practiced, cannot be 
reconciled with the revenue interest of the 
Government, and this conclusion is sup- 
ported by facts collected by agents of the de- 
partment, showingin a number of specific 
cases that the merchandise imported in 
sealed cars never reached its destination. 
Under the existing laws and regulations 
United States consular officers in Canada 
are authorized to seal cars containing mer- 
chandise destined for the United States. On 
arriving at the frontier port the car contain- 
ing such merchandise is exempted from ex- 
amination, andif the seals are found to be 
intact the car proceeds to its destination at 
some interior or seacoast port. The investi- 
gation discloses the fact that this system is 
subject to grave abuses, and that the security 
of the revenue is seriously imperiled. I am 
dissatisfied with the existing condition of this 
branch of the business of the Treasury De- 
partment, and am apprehensive that the 
revenues have greatly suffered. It is .my 
purpose to speedily introduce radical changes 
and improvements in its administration, but 
Ido not care to state their precise nature at 
this time.’’ 


The Financial Bill.

THE MINERS OF PENNSYLVANIA PRE-/. 


PARING FOR A STRUGGLE, 


They Expect the Aid of All Railway Em- 

‘ ployes—The Mahoning Valley Furnaces

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 10.—For some 
months past the miners of Pennsylvania 
have been organizingin anticipation of a 
general strike.

They have fully considered 
what they have done and are determined to 
end the fight that has been goimy on for years 
rightnow. The advance demanded by the 
miners has been refused and we have posi- 
tive information that the operators have 
made up their minds to insist upon their re 
fusal, despite the fact that the operators. 

We 
shall not fight alone in this struggle, for the 
Brotherhood of Engineers, the Firemen and 
the Federation of Railroad Employes are in 
sympathy with us.

INCREASING THE ROLLING STOCK. 

Mr. Geo. D. Capen says the patronage of 
the Lindell electric line has grown to such 
proportions since motors were introduced on 
the Washington avenue branch that therolling 
stock originally intended for that part of the 
line is already overtaxed, and more trains 
will have io be provided to accommodate the 
people morning and evening. Additional 
carsarenow being made ready to meet the 
emergency. and early Monday morning 
five more trains will be added to the present 
service. This will exhaust the present sup- 
ply of rolling stock, buta futare increased 
patronage has already been anticipated by 
the company in contracting with car-bullders 
for twenty-five more complete trains, which 
are to be put into operation on different parts 
ofthe forty-five-mile system early in the 
spring. By that time traffic to Forest 
Park will have been commenced and 
these extra coaches will then be required 
for the convenience of the thousands of peo- 
ple who will want to go out from all parts of 
the city to that popular pleasure resort. 
Under present regulations trains from the 
intersection of Finney and Taylor avenues 
out Delmar to Forest Park and over Page 
avenue to Florence avenue are run every 
seven minutes, all other trains of the Wash- 
ington avenue branch being run through 
without chan«e from Third street to Taylor 
avenue on a two-minute space, and less than 
that during the busy hours of the day. 

Speaking of the receipts of the Delmar and 
Page avenue branches, Mr. Capen says it was 
not anticipated that either of these spurs 
would pay expenses forsome time tocome, 
especially the Page avenue feeder, but is fully 
determined torun trains out there regularly 
for the benefit of the territory so that people 
who want to build out that way adjacent to 
the line may rely upon having rapid transit 
with improvements fm the service from time 
to time as the section becomes more thickly 
populated to pay the expenges of running 
cars. On the Page avenue branch the receipts 
are now $16 a day, considerably less than the 
running expenses. On Delmar avenue the 
receipts are $26 a day, just enoughto cover 
the daily pay roll on that part of the road, 
where seven motors are kept in operation 
and an equal number on Page avenue. 

Between Vandeventer and Taylor avenues 
on both the north and south sides of the road 
there are very few of the cross streets that 
are provided with sidewalks, and patrons of 
the line residing in those sections make a good 
deal of complaint about reaching the cars in 
muddy weather. 

It appears that for the present it is not 
practical to put down stone walks along these 
new streets, and for that reason measures 
are being considered for the laying of tem- 
porary plank foot-ways, which will last until

EMBEZZLED POWER. 

A plain statement of the facts carries on 
‘its face a condémnation of : the proceedings 
by which the Republicans captured the or- 
ganization of the New Hampshire Legisla- 
ture, and with it the United States Sena- 
torshipb and the power to declare their de- 
feated candidate for Governor elected. 

There + were 173 Democrats and 162 Re- 
publicans whose right to be enrolled on 
their certificates of election as members of 
the House was disputed by nobody, and 
the law expressly commanded the Clerk of 
the preceding. House in making up the 
rolls toinscribe thereon only the holders 
of such certificates as these had, and to 
leave the rights of all other claimants of 
seats tobe determined by the House as 
organized upon the enrollment prescribed 
by law. 

But obedience to this express mandate of 
the law would have given the Democrats a 
majority of 11 in the House on questions 
pertaining to the seating of other claim- 
ants, among whom were 40 elected on ‘‘if 
entitled’’ tickets; that is, to be seated if 
the census of 1890 should show their re- 
spective towns entitled to such additional 
representation. 

To deprive the Democrats of an advan- 
tage an enrollment aecording to law and 
precedent would have given them, an en- 
rollment contrary to law and precedent by

Most of Them Do—Under the Wig. 
From the Rehoboth Sunday Herald. 
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New Yorke, Jan. 10.—Another session of the 
Committee of Presidents of the Western rail- 
roads at the Windsor Hotel resulted in the 
completion of further detail work required 
for the proposed Western traffic association. 
The progress made was substantial, eyen if 
it failed tocome up to the expectations of 
those who looked for a cut-and-dried per- 
formance, It is possible that the New York 
meeting may not be adjourned for a few 
days, although some of the details can be 
discussed with equal effect at the West. 

The Advisory Board held no session yester- 
day because the Committee of Presidents was 
unable to furnish its report for presenta- 
tion. The latter committee, generally called 
the subcommittee, assembled about 9 a. m. 
and adjourned about noon. It reassembled 
in the afternoon to receive the 
report of a special committee 
on territorial divisions, which in 
the meantime had been discussing the ques- 
tion of arranging for the .commissions which 
are tobe established for the execution of 
the routing or detail work of the general as- 
sociation. The route of the labors of the two 
committees will be laid before the Advisory 
Board this morning. 

THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE, 

The special committee to. which the Com- 
mittee of Presidents turned over some of the 
details was composed of J. C. Stubbs, Third 
Vice-President and General Manager of the 
Southern Pacific; W. H. Newman, Third 
Vice-President of the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern; Joseph L. Leeds, Freight Traffic Mana- 
ger of the Missouri Pacific; G. B. Harris, 
General Manager of the C., B.&Q.; J. M. 
Hanford, General Traffic Manager of the 
Northern Pacific; J. M. Johnson, Gen- 
eral Freight Agent of the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific, and Roswell Miller, 
President of the Chicago, Milwaukee & &t. 
Paul. This committee agreed to recommend 
that the existing associations be preserved as 
far as possible in constituting the newrate 
committees. These are the Transcontinental, 
the Southwéstern Railway & Steamship, the 
Western and Southwestern and the Trans- 
Missouri Association. Some changes in terri- 
tory will have to be made, but they were left 
for future consideration. <A conservative 
policy was also followed in recommending for 
‘the commissioners under the new agreement 
those occupying a similar position in the new 
associations, as follows: J. W. Midgely of 
the ‘Western, J. N. Faithorn of the South- 
western Railway & Steamship, James C, 
Smith of the Transcontinental and W. W. 
Finley of the Western Passenger Association. 
A. F. Walker, Commissioner of the Interstate 
Commerce Rajlway Association, will be sug- 
gested as Chairman of the new Board of Com- 
missioners. 

THE ADVISORY BOARD. 

At the meeting of the Committee of Presi- 
dents Roswell Miller was decided upon for 
President of the Advisory Board, subject to 
the approval ofthe board. The question of 
limiting construction of new roads was dis- 
cussed at length, but there was vigorous ob- 
jection to placing any limits in a formal 
agreement. It was decided that nothing 
should be recommended on this point, as it 
was generally believed that the condition of 
the money market would preventthe excess 
in this direction for sometime. The impor- 
tant subject of abolishing outside agencies 
and creating joint soliciting agencies at com- 
petitive points was not taken up, but it is ex- 
pected to be consideréd by the meeting 
to-day, The Committee of Presidents 
agreed that pro-rating between connecting 
lines should fall within the control of the As- 
sociation. The Southern Pacific strenuously 
objected to its inclusion in this provision, as 
its traffic was so largely derived from the ex- 
treme points of the Continent and was not a 
factor in the competition of the great number 
of railroads which would be members of the 
new organization. The Transcontinental 
Association was finally excepted from the 
provision forthe control of ‘‘pro rating.’’ 
Another modification was the granting of an 
exception to not more than two roads which 
might be ableto arrange their competition 
amicably at practicular competitive places. 
It was voted to have the agreement, when 
completed take effect from January 31. A 
Finance Committee was recognized as neces- 
sary but no members were recommended, 

FUTURE MEETINGS. 

There was some Uiscussion as to the place 
for future meetings of the Advisory Board. 
The prevailing sentiment favored New York, 
but the headquarters of the Commissioners. it 
was thought, should bein Chicago. On this 
point no decision was reached. 

A leading railroad man who attended the 
meeting yesterday said last night: ‘‘I never 
was presentata gathering in which there 
was such a spirit of harmony. I donot mean 
to say that all agreed on every point, for they 
did not, but there was such a strong desire to 
arrive at conclusions that would be satisfact- 
ory to every one. Forinstance the Southern 
Pacific objected to a proposed plan for the 
division of tonnage, but both sides conceded 
something and a satisfactory compromise 
was reached. This same principle of avoid- 
ing extreme measures and adopting those on 
which all could agree was followed in other 
instances.’’ 

TO-DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 

The conference ofthe railroad Presidents 
was resumed at the Windsor Hotel at 9:80 this 
morning. The sub-committee, to discussthe 
question of territorial division, met at 9:80. 
A few moments later they went into the meet- 
ing of the Advisory Board, where the reports 
of the general and sub-committees were pre- 
sented. The Advisory Board, at noon, were 
stillin session. Mr, Jay Gould, whocame out 
of the meeting at 11:30, sald that the Board 
had considered fully one-half of the by-laws 
which wereeported by the General Commit- 
tee, and tlfat they were now rapidly progres- 
sing with their work. He said that inthe 
course ofan hour or so the board would be 
ready to make public the form of agreement 
which they would adopt. 

Sidney Dillon, on the other hand, said that 
} the board had not got half way through and 
did not believe thatthey would be able to 
give out the agreement to-day.

NEWS FROM THE CIRCUIT COURT. 


A Suit Behind Which Is a Very Peculiar 
Story. 

Henry Stanze, who died June 9, 1890, was 
thrice married. His first wife hadason by a 
former marriage, John Meler. This step-son 
of Mr. Stanze’s is now suing the latter’s 
widow, Frances Stanze, for the possession of 
lots 7 and 8, block 7, in Lowell, 14 
feet front on Fourth street by 160 feet 
deep. There is a story in the _ case. 
Mr. Stanze’s second wife was Louisa Huss- 
man before their marriage. In 187% he se- 
cured a divorce from herand was married 
later to the lady who survived him, The wid- 
ow’s defense makes the case peculiar. Judge 
Klein heard it this morningin Division No. 1 
of the Circuit Court. She claims that Meier 
was, beside being Mr. Stanze’s stepson, his 
intimate and familiar friend. When in 
1876 Mr. Stanze had trouble with his wife 
Louisa Meier advised him to assault her and 
so furnish her with cause for application for 
divorce. Previously Mr. Stanze had executed 
a deed to Meier of his homestead—which is 
the property in dispute—reserving for him- 
self and wife (who is erroneously named 
Elizabeth in the deed) a life estate 
in the property. Mr. Stanze him- 
self applied for a divorce and secured it 
on default. Mrs. Louisa Stanze knew nothing 
of the deed to Meier, it is claimed, and did 
not join in it, though she was at the time it 
was made Mr. Stanze’s wife. 

Further than that, it is claimed that Mr. 
Stanze was insane at the time the deed was 
made, suffered from delusions that his wife 
was unfaithful, that she was trying - to 
poison him, etc., and that he was 
under the undue influence of Mr. Meier. 
Mr. Stanze being dead and his wife at the 
time the deed was made being divorced Meier 
claims the life estates have terminated and 
wants the property named in tne deed. Mrs. 
Stanze claims a life estate in the property if 
the deed is good as the wife of Mr. Stanze and 
ifitis bad she claims as his widow and for 
her child. .

No action was taken on the reserve fund 

roposition, howéver. The reasons given 
or not considering it are that the busi- 
ness of electing and instaling 
new officers consumed the time of 
the meeting, and that such an 
important matter, involving as it does a rad- 
cal change in the constitution of the Legion, 
should be disposed of at a meeting when no 
other business could come up. It is said that 
neither side in the Legion fight over the re- 
serve fund issue is anxious for the conflict to 
be brought to a decisive climax, and when 
Past Supreme Chancellor Frank M,. Estes 
moved last night that no business be 
brought before the megting beyond 
that pertaining to the gular annual 
business, the motion was understood as a 
postponement of the vote on the reserve fund 
proposition, and was carried unanimously. 
Considerable informal discussion was carried 
on between the new Representatives as to the 
fate of the Prentis amenament, anda ‘‘sizing 
up’’ of the opposing factions was quietly 
made. 

It is claimed that the supporters of the re- 
serve fund proposition have already scored 
an overwhelming victory in the fight, and 
that they are sure of the final adoption of the 
Prentis amendment. The most significant 
proof of this is said to be the election last 
night of Mr. Thomas G. Morse as Supreme 
Chancellor of the Legion forthe ensuing year. 
Mr. Morse was the first member of the Legion 
to favor the establisnment of a reserve fund. 
As far back as 1886 he intro- 
duced in the Supreme Council an amend- 
ment to the constitution similar to 
that now awaiting the action of that body. 
The amendment was defeated, but Supreme 
Chancellor Morse has never wavered in his 
advocacy of the idea and has been one of the 
strongest partisans in favor of the Prentis 
amendment. Inadditiontothe significance 
of his election to the chieftancy of the Legion 
at “such a critical moment, the _  fre- 
séryve fund party claims a  ma- 
jority of the present Supreme Coun- 
cil. The numerical strength of the 
body is ninety-five, and a two-thirds vote Is 
necessary to carry any proposition. It Is 
claimed this morning that there are fifty-two 
representatives already instructed to vote for 
the amendment, and that as only a few sub- 
ordinate councils instructed flatly against it, 
there is every prospect of winning over the 
uninstructed delegates to vote for the reserve 
fund proposition. In consequence of 
this state of affairs, the Legion 
fight now shifts from the subordinate 
councils to the Supreme body, and the liveli- 
est sortofa campaign will be kept up in the 
Supreme Council from now on. The next 
regular session of the body occurs in April 
next, and unless a special session is called 
the fight will continue until that time. 

TWO REMARKABLE FACTIONS. 
The issue is said to have divided the Legion 
two remarkable factions, the 
young men of the order favor- 
~the establishment of a reserve 
fund, and the old men opposing it with all 
the stubbornness possible. This phase of the 
fight was first pointed out by Frank M. Estes 
ina speech delivered before West End Ooun- 
cil, and provoked a rather pointed charge 
from Col. Jas. G. Butler in reply, those two 

Hntlemen having led the reserve fund and 
the anti-reserve fund factions respectively 
since the opening of the struggle. Law- 
yer Estes charged that the old men 
of the legion opposed the reserve fund propo- 
sition and the consequent increased assess- 
ment on no other ground than that they 
knew the Legion would outlast them in any 
extremity, and consequently took a selfish 
view of the question, and declined to favor a 
} measure which meant an increased tax upon 
(themselves. He contended that there were 
1,000 members of the Legion at present who 
were 60 years of age and over, and 
that within the next ten years these 1,000 old 
men would die at a rate which would threateh 
the very existence of the order. Mr. Estes 
classed this ‘‘ol@ guard’’ asthe greatest lia- 
bility of the Legion of Honor, and said that it 
meant the carrying of a heavy burden by the 
younger members, who would naturally 
stand by the order as long as possible, and 
who, unless a reserve fund should be estab-

‘The Progress of the Suburban and Union 
Depot Ordinances. 

Even the best intentions often lead to some 
very curious blunders, and a very pretty 
example of how easy it is to get things mixed 
is the action ’ of Mr. Nelson Cole 
of the Council in the matter of 
the 8st. Louis & Suburban  Ratlroad. 
This road has demonstrated to the city 
oO flicials and legislators that its intentions are 
of the best, so an attempt was made to fix 
things up nicely for all concerned. Among 
other. things in the new bill of the company 
was a provision which read as follows: 

‘*And may also construct, maintain and operate a 
double track passenger railroad on Uniongavenue 
from the point where the said steam division inter- 
sects Union avenue southwardly, on, over and along 
eA Union avenue to a point 300 feet ‘inside of Forest 

ark. Pe 

This was afterwards amended and the sen- 
tence ‘*‘To a point to be selected by the Board 
of, Public Improvements’’ added. This 
seemed all rightand when the bill was or- 
dered to engrossment it was so arranged. Mr. 
Cole then fixed the clause sothat it read toa 
**point north of the superintendent’s house.’’ 

When Park Commissioner Klemm heard this 
change he objected to it on the ground thata 
point directly north of the Superintendent’s 
house was not as good a location as some 
others that might be selected. The Park 
Commissioner and the board objected to the 
location being too specifically stated in the 
ordinance and felt that they could arrange it 
all right afterwards. 

Mr. Cole last night tried to correct his 
error, but if anything only madeit worse. 
Instead of taking out the clause about, the 
Superintendent’s house he had it changéd to 
**keeper’s’’ house as he heard that there 
was no such official as Superintendent of 
Forest Park. The amendment will probably 
be made when the bill gets to the House of 
Delegates. 


The Depot Ordinance Amendments. 


The Union Depot ordinance went to the 
Council from the Committee on Union Depot 
last night with a batch of amendments, most 
of which are gtrictly proper and are not 
objected to by any one. The amendment on 
the Dridge question was rather in the nature 
ofa surprise. It provides that the Depot 
company shall spend $200,000 on a bridge at 
Spruce street. This amendment don’t exactly 
tally with the plans of the board nor with the 
recommendations made, as itis a matter of 
doubt if a bridge can be built at that point 
for that amount of money.

WHAT THEY THINK OF IT. 


SCHOOL BOARD MEN ON THE PROPOSED 
CHANGE IN MANAGEMENT. 


The Bcheme to Abolish the Present System 


Board Appointed by the Govgmor Dis- 
approved—A Change Advocated. ‘ 


A change in the manner of managing the 
public schools is now being agitated, and it is 
probable that the near future will bring forth 
some definite movement towards that end. 
The agitation is the natural outcome of the 
recent disgraceful conduct of the board and 
its manffest incapability to conduct its busi- 
ness without internecine trouble and public 
disgust. 

A great many schemes have been proposed 

but one which seems to have reached the 
greatest number is that attributed to Mr. 
Fielding Mansfield, but of which he stoutly 
denies the authorship. The scheme 
which .it is thought will solve the 
question of amicable School Board 
meetings will reduce the number from 
twenty-one to seven. Instead of the present 
system of electing members, the Governor of 
the State’ will be empowered under this 
scheme to select from the flower of the intel- 
ligent citizens of this city seven men to act as 
a Board of Control. This board will have the 
same powers and authority as _ the 
School Board has. The commis- 
sioners composing Bnd —" of 
Control. are to salary 
and devote all or Dearly All ‘Of their time to 
the work of managing and keeping up the 
schools. This of course will necessitate the 
amendment of several State laws and the 
city scheme and charter and would place in 
the hands of the Governor additional oppor- 
tunities to the many he already has. 

Several members of the School Board were 
seen this morning and asked what their 
opinion was. None of them looked upon it 
favorably, and President Charles F. Miller 
was decidedly opposed to it. 

THEY ARE OPPOSED TO IT. 

*‘*lTam not at all in favor of any such prop- 
osition,’’ he said. ‘‘Our school system here 
is peculiarly local. If children living in our 
suburbs outside the city limits are taught in 
our schools they must pay. The schools are 
for children in the city and the men in charge 
of the schools should be citizens elected or 
appointed by some one in the city and 
not by the Governor. You might as well ask 
the President of the United States to appoint 
our School Directors. If appointed by the 
Governor politics would cut some figure. 
What is wanted fs a strictly non-partisan and 
non-sectarian School Board, and there is only 
one way, in my opimion, that this end can 
be attained. if the gislature wish or desire 
or have any intention to reduce the number 
of members in the School Board and make it 
less cumbersome, I would suggest this in 
preference to all other schemes. Let the five 
judges ofthe Supreme Court bench appoint 
a board of control. At first appoint five 
men for one, two, three, four 
and five years. As these terms expire, ap- 
point a successor or reappoint the same man 
to serve for five years. Inthis way the 
Cireufit Court in general session would 
appoint one man and as five judges pass 
upon the names suggested, you may depend 
upon it, they would select the best 
man, regardless of his politics, religion, 
or previous condition of servitude. 
In this way also there would always be four- 
fifths of the old board left for the new man to 
copy after and learn from their experience. 
Five men could do the work done by the pres- 
ent board, and with equal ease. I have talked 
this scheme over to a number of my friends,

Mr. Frederick N. Judson when asked for his 
views on the subject said: ‘‘I think the 
measure attributed to Mr. Mansfield is open 
totwo grave objections: First,the making 
the office asalaried one would deprive itt of 
its traditional honorary character, and cause 
it to be sought for the sake of the salary, and 
secondly, the vesting in the Governor of the 
State the power of appointment to such a dis- 
tinctively local office, as school director, vio- 
lates sound principles of local self govern- 
ment. 

‘‘No doubt, much is to be said in favor 
of making such an honorary office appoint- 
ive rather than elective, as the men who 
are best fitted for conducting the educational 
system ofa great city must make personal 
sacrifices in filling the office, and naturally 
enough they will not work to secure an elec- 
tion. But the appointing power should be 
in the Mayor or other municipal authority. 
In both Chicago and New York the members 
of the Boards of Education are appointed 
by the Mayor, and iI understand 
the system works well and that 
the Office is considered a highly honorary 
one, which representative citizens are ready 
to accept without salary. In New York, in 
addition to the appointed Board of Educa- 
tion, local School Commissioners are elected 
by districts who look after the local interests 
of their respective localities underthe gen- 
eral supervision of the board. 

‘*A return to the old system of electing by 
wards would be the worst possible course, 
and would be a decided step backward. 
The present system combines general and 
local representation, and isa great improve- 
ment over the old ward system. But no sys- 
tem of election (or appointment either) will 
give satisfactory results where the people de- 
liperately surrender the business of self-gov- 
ernment. At the last school election only 
some 15,000 yotes were cast, 3,000 less than 
were cast at a special election for City Mar- 
shal a few weeks later—about one-fifth of the 
registered vote. In view of the general pub-

Bills Introduced by St. Louis Members of 
the LegisJature To-Day—A Blow at Sa- 
loon Men—Looking for Good Places on 
Committees—General Political and So- 
ciety Gossip. 


JEFFERSON City, Jan. 10.—The Senate held 

. M0 session to-day, having adjourned over late 
until Monday. There is a prospect 

ofa lively row in the Board of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners when ‘‘Farmer’’ 
Hickman stepsin to succeed Commissioner 
Downing, who goes out next Monday. A few 
days before Chfistmas it will be remembered 
Senator Jasper N. Burks resignedthe grain 
inspectorship to. give Commissoners 
Hennessy .and Donn a chance 
to put in Joseph O’Shea. Commissioner 
Breathitt objected to this, as he 
wanted no action taken towards filling the 
vacancy till the new board was organized. 
- Bhortly after Inspector O’Shea’s appointment 
he named W. C. Hall, a brotherof U.&. 
Hall, President of the Farmers’ Alliance, for 
a clerkship, at the pay of $1,500 a year. Last 
evening, Mr. Hall, who is connected with the 
Labor Bureau, forwarded a letter to Inspector 
O’Shea at St. Louis, declining the position. 
His action is taken to mean that the 
Alliance and Farmer Hickman are displeased 
by thesnap judgment taken by Commissioners 
Hennessy and Downing. President Hall 
claims that the appointment of O’Shea was 
made inthe face of the opposition of 40,000 
‘ members ofthe Farmers’ Alliance and most 
ofthe grain men of St. Louis. He hasstated 
his brother was given the clerkship to place 
_ the farmers’ organization under obligations. 
From the fact that Commissioner Breathitt 
and Commissioner-elect Hickman have de- 
mounced the action of Hennessy and Down- 
ing, the conclusion is drawn that there will 
bealively shaking up when Downing steps 
out and the Farmers’ Alliance member takes 


his place. 
IN THE HOUSE. 


The House was in session two hours to-day 
and spent most of the time in discussing the 
report ofthe special committee, fixing the 
number of employes of the House—such as 
clerke, pages, Janitors and the like. At the 
session two years ago there were no less than 
200, and the committee for this session places 
the total number at 87, exclusive of 
the committee clerkships, and only 
the important committees will have clerks 
if the special committee can have its say. 
The Republican members tried this morning 
to cut the number reported by the commit- 
tee, but they had their labor for their pains. 
' There were twenty-nine bills introduced 
’ and given a first reading. Twoof these were 

presented by St. Louis Representatives. 

Representative Parker’s bill makes it a 
‘Misdemeanor for any person dealing in to- 

bacco to sell cigars, cigarettes or tobacco in 
any other form to minors under the age of 17 
years. 

Representative Church presented his bill 
for the encouragement and regulation of sav- 
ings banks. 

Representative Coats of Platte introduced 
anactconcerning public school text books. 
His bill provides for the appointment of a 
commission to secure uniformity of books 
inall public schools and to make such ar- 
rangements as it can to lessen the cost. This 
bill is in line with the recommendations of the 
Governor. 

Representative Fogle of Schuyler introduced 
a bill regulating dramshops inall cities,towns 
and villages in the State. The act requires 
that before any license is granted 
the applicant shall present to 
the County Court a petition 
signed by two-thirds of the assesed tax- 

“paying citizens and guardians of wards own- 
ing property in the locality where he pro- 
poses to establisha saloon. He must also 
give a bond of $2,000, andunder no circum- 
stances can the license be granted until it 
is shown thatthe assessed valuation of his 
property is at least $1,000. The present law 
so farasit applies to St. Louls simply re- 
quires a majority of tax payers inthe block, 
but it will be necessary to get two-thirds in 
the event that Mr. Fogle’s act becomes a 
law. 

LOOKING FOR GOOD COMMITTEYS. 

JEFFERSON CiTY, Mo., Jan, 10.—The Legisla- 
ture has passed through the organization 
period and the members of both branches are 
now anxiously awaitihg the announcement of 
the different committees, The Senate will 
have twenty-five, a sufficient number to give 
every Democratic membera Chairmanship, 
and the House will have not less than forty. 
There are 113 Democratic mem- 
‘bers in the House and they 
all want something good. Those who are not 
seeking chairmanships want places on such 
committees as the Appropriations, Internal 
Improvements, Ways and Means and other 
important subdivisions. The St. Louis mem- 
bers gené¢rally believe that they will be 
treated /handsomely in the distribution. 
Re tative Church will go on the 
J Committee and many believe will 
be de chairman of the Commit 

Aee on Banks and ‘Gorporations, and 

' Parker, oe is understood, is 
billed fora place onthe Internal Improve- 
ments Committee. This committee will han- 
die the billto place electric wires under- 
ground incities of the first class, and many 
rafiroad billsthe farmer members seem de- 
termined tourge. The committees will not 
be announced before the middle of next 
week. 

PROPOSED LEGISLATION. 

Railroad bills are already beginning to pour 
inon the House. No lessthan four were in- 
troduced within five minutes yesterday after- 
noon after the Governor’s message had been 

- yead. Hendrickson of Bates, an active mem- 
ber of the Farmers’ and Laborers’ Union, got 
in the first measure to regulate such corpora- 
tions. His bill aims at passenger rates. It 
provides that the limit on trunk lines be re- 
duced from 8 cents to 24% cents per mile and 
from 4 cents to 8 cents on branch roads. 

George of Polk County had his bill read, 
which aims to amend the act relative to 
freight rates. Heis afarmer and, thougha 
Lo re sagt ees the Democratic agricul-

ABOUT THE MILITIA.

Milton Moore of Kansas City has been in the 
city presumably in the interest of the militia, 
as he has for years taken an active interest in 


it. 
A LOUD-VOICED MINORITY. 

The Republican minority in the House, 
though few in numbers, has a_ faculty 
of making itself heard. Yesterday 
morning * Representative Stewart of 
Buchanan introduced a resolution 
denouncing the Lodge Federal eléction bill 
and thanking the Senators who have opposed 
it. The Republican members fought the reso- 
lution and by dilatory motions and repeated 
calls for the yeas and nays managed to delay 
business for fully two hours. Dr. Tubbs of 
Osage County led the battle for the Republl- 
cans, and while it progressed he charged 
openly several times that the minority was 
not receiving fair treatment. He intimated 
that the Speaker was trying to outdo Speaker 
Reed and threatened to delay business at 
every opportunity if Speaker Tuttle’s 
rulings were not acceptable to the 
minority. His language and conduct scarce- 
ly improved his chances of getting minority 
places onthe principal committees. Repre- 
sentative Tom Martin of St. Louis, an old 
amember,is more of a diplomate. He Kept 
out of the wrangle, and at no time gave the 
Osage member any assistance. Martin wants 
something better thana minority representa- 
tion on the, Committee on Swamp Lands. 

A TILT IN THE SENATE. 

Senator E. F. Stone and Senator Nat Shel- 
ton of Schuyler had a passage of words in 
the Senate yesterday afternoon that enlivened 
matters to someextent. During the discus- 
sion of the report presented by the commit- 
tee appointed to ascertain the number of 
clerks and other Senate employes needed for 
the session, Senator Stone, who was oppos- 
ing the committee’s recommendation toallow 
only the most important committees to em- 
ploy clerks, intimated that some of 
the Senators seemed disposed to pose 
as great reformers, or impress their 
respective constituents with that idea. 
who had been on the 
floor only a few minutes before defending the 
report,took it for granted that Stone meant to 
charge him with demagoguery and became 
very wroth. He went for the St. Louls Sena- 
torin vigorous language, not forgetting to 
remind him that he had just become a State 
Senator. He said something about the St. 
Louis Senator being too previous. Another 
Senator wanted Mr. Stone to understand that 
the Senate and the St. Louis House of Dele- 
gates were two different bodies. 

Mr. Stone explained that he had no 
intention at all of reflecting on 
Senator Shelton’s sincerity of purpose, 
but continued his opposition to the report of 
Shelton’s committee to shut outa number of 
the committees from having clerks. 

WANT AN AMENDED LAW. 

The Missouri Pharmaceutical Association 
already has its representatives on 
the ground working among the mem- 
bers in favor of the bill shortly 
to be presented by Representative Donelan 
of St. Joseph to materially amend the State 
pharmacy law. Chairman C. E. Corcoran of 
Kansas City, Chairman of the Legislative 
Committee of the association, and Secretary 
G. H. C. Kite of St. Louis are here pointing 
out to the members their reasons why the 
law should be amended. The measure they 
are advocating provides for the annual regis- 
tration of all pharmacists doing busi- 
ness in the State; to have the board 
increased from three to five mem- 
bers; to allow the State Association 
to make the nominations from which mem- 
bers of the board are appointed by the Goy- 
ernor, and alsoto restrict the sale of poison 
in retail quantities entirely to druggists. 
Speaking of the proposed act, Secretary Kile 
of the association said: 

‘‘Our idea is to geta fund from the annual 
registration to carry on the prosecution of 
persons violating the law and to drive the in- 
competents out of the business. The meas- 
ure will have the cordial support of every 
one of the 1,200 members of the association in 
the State.’’ 

THE CONTEST FOR PLACES. 

The House will, it is expected, have a lively 
time over the clerkship and other salary pay- 
ing offices from chief clerk down to janitor. 
There is a disposition on the partof some of 
the leaders to make the force as large as ever, 
but the farmermembers in many cases are 
talking long and loud for retrenchment. The 
Chief Clerk wants about sixty men on his 
staff, and the other officers, such as Enrolling 
Clerk, Engrossing Clerk. Sergeant-at-Arms, 
Doorkeeper, etc., also want to provide ap- 
pointments for the army of can- 
didates now on the ground. A 
number ofthe candidates have been out of 
funds and are living in expectation of getting 
something. They are hoping that the re- 
trenchment move will not beas cyclonic in 
its character as some expect. The candidates 
are working right and left for recognition 
and give the members but little peace of 
mind. Even the smail boys are cam- 
paigning, as there are some sixteen pages 
to be selected for the two branches. These 
places pay $1.50 per day, and there are about 
fifty boys afterthem. There were so many of 
them in the House yesterday morning that 
one of the members asked,if the Jefferson 
City schools were closed. One of these little 
fellows furnished some amusement for a 
group of representatives in the Capitol 
rotunda. He came up from a county 
away down in the southeastern 
section with his father, whois a new mem- 
ber. The boy was canvassing for a placeas 
page and when he told what county he came 
from he was told to see the Representative 
from that place. This did not perplex the 
boy a particle. He coolly replied, ‘‘ Well, you 
see, this is Mr. ——’s first term and he is just 
akout as green as myself.’’ 

‘ SOCIETY EVENTS. 

The society leaders of the State capital have 
arranged for several balls and receptions to 
be given during the session. Within the next 
ten days there will be noless than three re- 
ceptions. The Pyrean and Imperial Clubs 
will give two and the third will be given by 
Mrs, Gov. Francis at the Executive Mansion. 
There is much rivalry between the Imperial 
and Pyrean Olubsand each willtry to outdothe 
other. They are made up almost entirely of 
State officials, clerks and their wives and 
daughters and they say they will give the leg- 
islators to understand that when it comes to 
**swell’’ society affairs Jefferson City is by 
no means in the background,

TAKEN AT MIDNIGHT 


————— 


A Desperate Gang of Burglars Caught 
at Chicago. 


BOLD ATTEMPT TO ROB A DIAMOND 
BROKER'S SAFE. 


The Thieves. Five in Number, Tracked 
and Arrested in the Act—One Escapes 
With a Bullet in His Leg—Shot by an 
Assassin — Killed His Mistress — The 
Daily Chapter of Crimes. 


CHIGAGO, Ill., Jan. 10.—A bold attempt at 
robbery was frustrated and a‘gangof des- 
perate safe blowers captured at an early hour 
this morning by the police. On the fifth floor 
of the building at No. 161 La Salle street is the 
office of Diamond Broker Murray. In a big 
safe he keeps thousands of dollars’ worth of 
diamonds. These were what the desperate 
thieves were after. Shortly after midnight 
two detectives who were walking down La 
Salle street saw five men, twoof whom were 
carrying bundles, enter the building at No. 
161. The officers ‘concluded the men were 
safe-blowers and notified the Central 
station. Lieuts. Kipley and Clark quickly 
summoned a number of officers and the en- 
trances tothe building were guarded. The 
Meutenants with six detectives tiptoed up- 
stairs, each with drawn revolvers in hand. 
When the fifth floor was reached a noise was 
heard in room 81. Putting his shoulder to the 
door, Kipley threw hfs weight against it and 
it flew open. There was a shuffle of feet, and 
as the eight officers sprang inside they were 
in total darkness. Lieut. Kipley fired his pis- 
tol in the direction ef the noise. ‘‘We have 
got you surrounded,’’ said he; ‘‘you might as 
well surrender.’’ The gas was then lighted 
by one of the officers, while the others stood 
with their guns ready to shoot if the cracks- 
men should make arush to escape or show 
fightinany way. Butasthe gas flared up it 
revealed five men who stood near the safe 
with uplifted hands. On the floorin front of 
the safe lay a kit of tools. The combination 
had been twisted offandinfive minutes the 
valuables would have been reached. 

The tools were wrapped up and the thieves, 
in charge of the officers, started for the sta- 
tion. Officer McDonald, who was in front, 
led his men down the stairway until the first 
floor was reached, when the robber tripped 
the officer and made a desperate dash for lib- 
erty. The rear door wasopen and through 
this the thief ran. While the fellow was dash- 
ing downthe hall Lieut. Kipley, catchinga 
glimpse of his form, fired at him three times. 
But the daring cracksman escaped. The 
Lieutenant, however,is certain that oneor 
two of the bullets struck him. The fellow ran 
through the alley to Monroe street and then 
fied toward Fifth avenue; Officer McDonald 
pursued him and says that the fellow ran as 
though he had been wounded in the leg. 
None of the others tried to get away. 

It was just midnight when the officers and 
prisoners stepped into the station. Here the 
safe blowers were searched, and six big re- 
volvers of the heaviest caliber were taken. 
The men gavetheir names as Thomas Ken- 
nedy, Frank Duer, John Tuohy and Ed Mur- 
phy. The only familiar face in the gang was 
that of Murphy. He is an old time safe blow- 
er, and only recently was released from the 
Columbus (O.) Penitentiary for doing a job 
down in the Buckeye State some years ago. 
After the men were placed safely behind the 
bars the officers made an examination of the 
burglars’ outfit. The drills, chisels, punches 
and bits were of the finest chilled steel. The 
police are greatly elated over the capture.

the same time that Schanz started for the 
coast with Greenfield, the Alaska Census 
Agent. Schanz and Greenfield got through 
all right, though they made.a thousand mile 
journey in the native canoes. Price and Wells 
were dissuaded from attempting to cross the 


_ divide and explore the Copper River country, 


as the season was far gone and the chances 
were that they would be caught by early 
snows. AVhen they left the last outpost at 
Forty Mile Creek they had only twenty pounds 
of rice and twenty pounds of flour and no 
fur clothes for winter. Price, however, who 
had spent two years in the Arctic regions, 
said that they could easily buy supplies from 
the natives. Since then absolutely nothing 
has been heard fromthem. The chief of the 
Copper River Indians, who left his home 
in’ October, reached the Alaska Commer- 
cial Co.’s station at Alganic in November. 
He reported that nothing had been heard by 
his people of any white men up to Oct. 20. 
The supposition from this is that Wells and 
Price have either perished or have wandered 
from the regular trail and taken refuge in 
one of the widely separated Indian villages. 
If they were lucky enough to find an Indian 
village nothing will be heard from them till 
next month, when the natives come down to 
Alganic or Port Atches with skins to trade. 
The chances, however, are greatly against 
their safety, as any news of white men Is car- 
ried from one village to another over great 
distances in Alaska in a wonderfully short 
space of time.

Preparations for the Fight Between 
- Dempsey and Fitzimmons. 


BOTH MEN IN FINE TRIM AND CONFIDENT 
- OF VICTORY. 


- 


What the Sporting Fraternity Thinks of the 
Outcome—The Spot Where the Contest 
Will Take Place—How the Betting’ 
Stands—Pugilists Who Will Witness the 
Event. 


NEw ORLEANS, La., Jan. 10.—Everything is 
in readiness for the Dempsey-Fitzsimmons 
fight before the Olympic Club next Wednes- 
day night. The Olympic Club isthe only or- 
ganization in the city which has succeeded 
in making money off prize-fighting. New 
Orleans has always been looked upon as a 
profitable field for good sport. Jere Dunn 
picked this city out half a dozen years ago 
and endeavored to inaugurate a series of bat- 
tles here. Dempsey was to have. been one of 
his stars, and clever managers would have 
brought together the best men of this and 
other countries. The parties in power then 
were rapacious, however, and Dunn, wearied 
of running a pension bureau, gave up indis- 
gust. Dennis Butler, although he left the 
city in disgrace owing to the loaded gloves 
episode, virtually revived the sport, and 
showed that there was money in it. Several 
clubs took hold where he left off, but did not 
bring together men of prominence, and have 
so far failed to achieve fortune. The Olympics 
were lucky from the start. Tommy Warren 
begged for a fight with the English Kid, and 
the Olympics consented to hang up a small 
purse, The affair, which netted them about $500

profit, created an enthusiasm within the 
club, and when Fitzsimmons and Carroll 
came here the Contest Committee, composed 
of business and not sporting men, saw its 
chance and was quick to grasp it. The 
Bowen-Carroll battle netted a profit of $3,000 
or $4,000. The amphitheater was enlarged 
and improved until it is now the finest in the 
world, 
WHERE IT WILL TAKE PLACE. 

The large cotton press yard, which was 
leased for the fights, was bought outright. 
The seating capacity of the new am- 
phitheater is 4,500, with forty private 
boxes in the front rows. The place 
is lit by electricity. The roof is sectional, so 
that the fight can either take place in open 
air or under shelter; the ring is in turf, the 
ropes and stakes' are heavily padded and the 
arena is so arranged that the crowds cannot 
get into or even near it at any time, although 
their view of the pugilists Is unobstructed. 
From present indications the Olympic will 
make at least $10,000 profit on the high-priced 
affair of next Wednesday. 

The history of the coming contest is well- 
known. Jimmy Carroll suggested and 
boomed the prize up toits present propor- 
tion. The winner is to receive $11.000 and the 
loser $1,000, while Dempsey is said to receive 
$500 extra for expenses. Because the match 
is of Carroll’s making many people are confi- 
dent that Fitzsimmons will win. Carroll saw 
Fitzsimmons fight McCarthy, and thought 
then he had a world beater. To be sure he 
brought him here tofight Upham and Fitz- 
simmons simply played with his man, hitting 
him with one hand and holding him up with 
the other to keep him from falling. 
Fitzsimmons was sick for several 
days before the fight and.claimed that 
he had never trained thoroughly, nor been in 
condition for any of his contests. Carroll at 
once announced that he had a champion in 
charge and aimed at Dempsey. He would 
have gone as far as paying Dempsey $1,000 or 
$2,000 to make the match and intended to fol- 
low himunless he consented to accept the 
challenge. Dempsey saved him that trouble 
by signing articles as soon as the purse 
reached fancy figures. 

Fitz commenced training as soon as the 
fight was made, although he was 
already in fine health and condition. 
H™, and Qarroll rented a pretty little 
cohage on the Gulf coast for the season and 
have been housekeeping andtraining there. 
It is an ideal nest, with the salt sea on one 
side and pine woods on the other, with sandy 
roads allaround’and balmy weather the en- 
tire year. Ex-President Peterson of the 
Olympics and Carroll discovered it, and Car- 
roll was so delighted that he telegraphed to 
Fitzsimmons that Bay St. Louis was out of 
sight. Peterson mixed up the dispatches and 
sent a dispatch about being out of sight to his 
wife, which came near bringing about curi- 
ous results. Carroll brought down his 
wife and son from Boston. Fitzsimmons 
sent across the continent for his wife and 
baby, so that there has been quitea pugilist 


colony at the Bay. The ladies have been as 
earnest and faithful in forwarding the train- 
ingasthe men. So Fitzsimmons ‘sin perfect 
health and excellent trim. He weighs about 
152 and will remain at that weight, as under 
Dempsey’s arrangement the men must mount 
the scale in fighting clothes. 
HOW FITZSIMMONS LOOKS. 

It is dificult to look at Fitzsimmons and 
imagine him a middle-weight. He is cer- 
tainly a freak of nature, and it remains to 
be seen if he is also exceptional in his 
science and hitting. Fitzsimmons’ measure- 
ments have never been published. He 
Stands 6 feet 1 inch in his shoes, measures 41 
inches around the chest, 83 inches around the 
waist, 8 inches around the hips, 48 inches 
around the shoulders, 14 inches around the 
biceps, 12 inches forearm, 20 inches thigh, 14% 
calf, 15% inches around the neck. His leg is 
86inches long, -and he measures 51 inches 
from the armpit to the end of the middle 
finger. That shows that he is evenly divided 
between legs and body with driving and 
staying powers and a tremendous reach.

AS TO DEMPSEY. 

Dem has been training by fits and 
starts several months. For nearly four 
weeks he has been hard at work at Galveston, 
also renting a cottage near the beach. When 
Dempsey was here he looked better than ever 
in his life, and has éven tmproved his condi- 
tion. Many of his friends hardly liked the 
idea of his staying up late at night and travel- 
ing around giving exhibitions during the last 
part of his training; but there is method in 
the madness, Dempsey’s main desire is to 
keep strong without training down too light, 
proposing to meet Fitz at nearly 
eyen weights. He weighed 152 pounds 
last Sunday, although he usually fights at 
from 144 to 148 pounds, and ‘even then was so 
finely trained that he was as cross as fighters 
down to limit are, He has also been 
devoting special attention to his legs and 
doing as much running as a pedestrian ina 
six days ‘‘go-as-you-please.’’ In conse- 
quence Dempsey’s mainstays look larger and 
more heavily muscled than usual. Dempsey, 
like other new school fighters, believes in 
working at night by artificial light so as to 
get accustomed to the conditions surrounding’ 
the battle itself. He can do this by giving 
exhibitions as well as any other way and earn 
an honest dollar at the same time. | 

The Fitzsimmons following looks at his 
cause ina different light, thinking that he 
anticipates defeat and is feathering his nest 
as best he can before his forced retirement. 
Dempsey in height and reach has several 
inches disadvantage, and his shoulders are 
hardly as broadas thoseof his giant oppo- 
nent, but thelayers of muscle are thicker, 
and he is fit to make the fight of his life in ev- 
ery way.

He will doubtless resort to clinching as far as 
permitted under Queensbury rules, and his 
jabs and leads will be devoted to Fitzsim- 
mons’ heart, which will be the most vulner- 
able point within reach. It all depends as to 
which fighter can best carry out his plans. 

The stumbling block in Dempsey’s way is 
his opponent’s reach and the latter’s sup- 
posed wonderful hitting abilities, while it is 

also claimed that Fitzsimmons, like all the 
Australians who gathered wisdom from Jem 
Mace and Abe Hicken, isa clever in-fighter. 
On the other hand, Fitzsimmons may find 
Dempsey too shifty to be reached and may be 
rattled by Dempsey’s generalship, for he cer- 
tainly has not the advantage of Dempsey’s 
experience and his coolness in the face of baf- 
fied attempts is an unknown quantity. 
THE ATTENDANTS. 

Fitzsimmons will be here on Monday. 
Dempsey will arrive on Monday night or 
Tuesday morning. Dempsey will be seconded 
by Jack McAuliffe, who hates Carroll as much 
as does Dempsey and who will probably fight 
Carroll in the same ring in about a month for 
a $10,000 purse, and Tom Maher, Dempsey’s 
old and tried second.

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THE HELIOGRAPHIC SYSTEM INTRO- 
DUCED BY AN AMERICAN OFFICER. 


Remarkable Experiments Conducted by 

- Gol. Wm. J. Volkmar—A New Feature 
Added to the Art of War—Signaling by 
Moonlight—Foreign Opinions. 


Until within a recent period the electric 
telegraph was. considered to be the only 
means of sending messages rapidly and ac- 
curately over long distances. That a flash of 
a mirror could be geen for a long distance is a 
familiar fact, and ‘the use of mirror signals 
has been common among the wild Indian 
tribes of the. plains for many years. The 
French in. Algeria and the English in India 
also made attempts to communicate between 
distant stations by ‘means of flashes 
from glasses, but the success met with was 
very limited. 

It was left for officers of the United States 
Army to prove the practicability of the sun- 
flash or heliograph system of telegraphy and 
to put it into operation over lines many hun- 
dreds of miles in extent. The results of their 
labors in this fleld were not only curious and 
interesting, but were of the greatest practical 
benefit and inthe present Indian. campaign 
may prove of the highest importance. 

COL. VOLKMAR’S RECORD, 

During 1890 Col. William J. Volkmar, Assist- 
ant Adjutant General, U. 8. A., seton foota 
series of experiments in the Territories of 
Arizona and New Mexico, which may be said 
to have revolutionized the means of comntu- 
nication between distant and remote parts, 
and to have added a new and important de- 
partment to the art of war. En- 
tering the volunteer forces while 
still a mere boy, Col. Volkmar 
soon received an appointment to the United 
States Military Academy. After graduation 
he servedin severai Indian campaigns, but 
kept up his scientific and professional studies, 
and was soon selected as engineer officer and 
aide-de-camp to Gen. John Pope. Here he 
attracted the attention of Gen. P. H. Sheri- 
dan, who transferred him to his personal 
staffand afterwards detailed him to repre- 
sent the United States at the grand maneuvers 
of the French army. He remained 
with Gen. Sheridan until he was promoted to 
the rank of assistant adjutant-general, which 
office he now holds. He is a resident of St. 
Louis, being the Adjutant-General of the 
Department of the Missouri. Although the 
youngest man in his corps, Col. Volkmar is 
well known, partly owing to the importance 
of his recent extensive heliograph system in 
Arizona and New Mexico. 

A DIFFICULT PROBLEM. 
One of the most difficult problems that the 


United States Army has had to solve Is to dis- ' 


cover a method of rapid communica- 
tion between the military posts situated 
in an unsettled country and far from 
each other. Military telegraph lines have 
been erected, but aside from their great cost 
they are liable to break down, thus inter- 
rupting communication for days at a time, 
and can be at any moment cut by parties of 
marauding Indians. None familiar with the 
subject fail to recognize the unreliability of 
this method of communicatiofi, which is most 
likely to be interrupted when most needed, 
and is of limited use to widely separated 
bodies of troops in the field. By the perfec- 
tion to which he has brought 
the heliograph system Col. Volkmar 
has largely increased the efficiency of scat- 
tered detachments of troops and has lessened 
the possibility ef cutting off communication 
between different posts, as instead of a long 
line of wire exposed to destruction at any 
point, allthat is now required is sunlight 
anda station can be established at any point 
as soonas four men can be sent there. It 


' would be difficult to overestimate the impor- 


tance of this, especially during an Indian

THE HELIOGRAPHIC SYSTEM. 

The system itself, like many other impor- 
tant inventions, is exceedingly simple, and 
requires for its operation a very simple equip- 
ment. Messagesare sent by means of the 
Morse telegraphic code, flashes sent from 
mirrors representing the dots and dashes. 
The field heliograph equipment consists of a 
sole leather pouch containing a sun mirror, 
a station mirror, a screen, a sighting rod,.and 
a mirror bar, while a skeleton case contains 
two tripods. The wholecanreadily be carried 
by one man. The sun mirror has an unsil- 
vered spot in its center, the station mirror a 
paper disk; in other respects they are similar 
to each other, and to ordinary mirrors. The 
screen is of hard vulcanized fibre, and is pro- 
vided with a key and spiral spring, by which 
the flash can be revealed and cut off. Ali is 
mounted ona light tripod. .The position of 
the sun determines whether one or two mir- 
rors should be used. When the sun 
is in front of the operator 
the sun mirror alone is required, 
when it is behind him the sun mirror receives 
the rays and reflects them to the station mir- 
ror, by which the mesgage is sent. The ad- 
justment of the apparatus is the work ofa 
few moments. When one mirror alone is 
used the tripod is set firmly on the ground 
and the mirror and sighting rod attached by 
clamps. The observer sights through the 
center of the mirror, this being rendered pos- 
sible by the unsilvered spot, and raises or 
lowers the . sighting rod until the 
center of the mirror end of 
the rod and distant station are accurately 
in line. Everything is then clamped firmly 
and the mirror is moved by slow-motion 
screws until the ‘‘shadow spot’’ falls upon 
the sightingrod, when the flash will be seen 
at the distant station. “The screw, is then at- 
tached to its tripod and placed close to and in 
front of the sighting disk so as to intercept the 
flash. With twomirrors the process is the 
same, except that the sun mirror is so 
aligned as to throw a reflection on the station 
mirror, by which the flash is transmitted. 

METHODS OF SIGNALLING. 

Signalling is effected by depressing the 
screen for periods of time required to 
display flashes corresponding to dots and 
dashes. The dot igs represented by a momen- 
tary exposition of the fash, the duration of 
which constitutes the unit of time. The dash 
is represented by a display of the flash for 
three units of time, the pause between letters 
the same, and between words six units of 
time. To call a station asteady flash is 
turned upon it, and kept there until an- 
swered. Both stations then adjust accurately 
upon each other’s flashes, this 
acknowledged by cutting off 
the flash. The operators are then 
ready for work, which is carried on by the 
familiar Morse code. At considerable dis- 
tances messages can be read with the naked 
eye. At greater distances fleld glasses are 
desirable.

good enough in theory, in practice it was an 
iridescent dream. With the energy and en- 
terprise characteristic of anxious officers it 
was determined to prove the practicability of 
asystem so important to the United States 
Army, and permission was obtained to make 
an extended -series of experiments during 
May, 1890. 


FIELD OPERATIONS. 

The winter and early spring were spent in 
fixing upon stations and preparing this mine, 
and on May 1 it was possible to commence the 
concerted general operations. 

Gen. A. W. Greely had become so deeply 
interested in what was going on that he de- 
termined to be presentin person toascertain 
what could be accomplished. The field of 
operations was immense. In a district 
bounded on the west by Fort Whipple, Ariz.; 
on the south by Crittenden, Ariz., and 
on the east by Fort Stanton, N. M., no 
less than fifty-one stations had been at 
various times re-established. During the 
two weeks’ experimental practice over 2,000 
miles were operated connectedly and mes- 
sages were repeatedly sent from one end of 
the line tothe other. After a few days spent 
in preliminary practice, Col. Volkmar es- 
corted Gen. Greely to the top of Bowie 
Peak and spent five hours in rapid communi 
cation with various distant stations. Aftera 
test message of 97 words had been sent in 
twenty-two minutes, including breaks for 
readjustment and repetition, Gen. Greely 
sent a telegram to Washington, D. C., 
two hundred and seventy-five miles of which 
distance were by heliograph, necessitating 
five repetitions, which was correctly re- 
ceived at its destination wftiin a few hours. 
When this was done the succgsgof the system 
was proved beyond a peradvanture, and Gen. 
Greely expressed the greatest surprise and 
delight at the accomplishment of a feat 
formerly deemed impracticable. The five 
hours spenton Bowie Peak introduced into 
military operations in all countries a new 
and most important element. 

REMARKABLE FEATS. 

The remainder of the time devoted to fleld 
practice was taken up by testing the different 
stations established and in making experi- 
ments in regard to the capabilfties of the mir- 
rors. An important point was to ascertain 
how far a single flash could be read. A num- 
ber of experiments were made, messages be- 
ing frequently sent without difficulty between 
stations eighty and 100 miles apart. The 
greatest distance successfully operated was 
the span between Mount Reno and Mount Gra- 
ham, over which communication was 
established by a 125 mile flash. 
A  through-test message was started 
from Fort Bayard, N. M., to Whipple and all 
intermediate stations. It consisted of 186 
words, 159 of which were in verse, and Was re- 
ceived at the terminus of the line with but few 
errors, although it had been repeated during 
its course of hundreds of miles half a dozen 
times. With the close of the experiments the 
long-distance heliographic system was firmly 
established as an important branch of the 
military signaling system of the United 
States. During the two weeks’ practice 129 
operators sent 3,785 messages, consisting of 
92,406 words. During the entire practice there 
was not one. perfectly clear day, and it 
was clearly shown that only very 
unfavorable weather prevented signaling. 
Even night did not entirely put a stop to the 
work, for messages were successfully sent 
over short distances by moonlight. As a re- 
sultof the experiments it was ascertained 
that the best points for stations were on high 
hills well covered by trees. Stations on light- 
colored, bare hills should be avoided, as the 
flash from them is very trying to the eyes of 
the operators. If possible, long distance 
stations should not be chosen in such a man- 
ner that the line joining them just grazes 
light-colored hills, as the operator is discom- 
moded by the glare. A heliograph can be 
operated by four men, one to handle 
the screen, one with a field 
glass to receive, one to record messages and 
dictate them to the sender, and one to attend 
to the adjustments. 

The success of the field trial of the helio- 
graph attracted as much attention in Europe 
asin the United States. The official reports 
were copied by Germanand French mili 
journals and have been cafefully studied by 
secon: 4 yn ae thatthe most im- 
portant a on of the year to army .
